“Therefore the Medicine Hat board 
of trade would ask the board, if con- 
sistent with the interests of the Dom- 
inion at large, to make exceptions to 
prairie provinces.”

He has about all he can handle 
on the Rumanian and Italian line. 
They say that Amiens, once a city of 
100,000 inhabitants, is practically in 
ruins. I remember last September, 
when I was passing there on my way 
to Paris, remarking to my chums 
what a beautiful place it was. It ap- 
peared to be the very centre of in- 
‘dustry, and everybody had a business 
like appearance and always hurry 
and hustle. I did not get a chance 
to look around the city, but I wish I 
had had a few hours to look around, 
for according to pictures it is certain- 
ly a very nice place and has some 
very old and historical buildings. 
“Apres les guerre,” I am_ going to 
make a grand tour of all this Euro- 
pean country and see things at my 
leisure. Some trip, eh!

“HOARDING OF FOOD- 
STURS 


Farmers may be re-assured that 
there is no intention on the part of the 
authorities to inconvenience them un- 
duly in their busy season with unnec- 
essary restrictions and regulations as 
regards the hoarding of foodstuffs. 
~ An order of the Canada Food Board 
recently made it jllegal for people to 
have more than 15°-days supply of 
flour, made wholly or in part from 
wheat, on hand at any one time. For 
people living at a greater distance 
than two miles and not less than five 
miles from dealers licensed by the 
Canada Food Board, sufficient for their 
ordinary requirements up to 30 days 
only was allowed and for persons liv- 
ing 10 miles or more 120 days supply. 

Further it was required that any 
such surplus holdings should be forth- 
with returned to the miller or dealer 
from whom they were purchased, at 
the purchase price, or at the market 
price, whichever was the lower. 

This Order was designed primarily 
to remedy a state of things in the 
towns and cities, as it was commonly 
reported that some people had laid in 
unde quantities of flour in view of 
the world’s scarcity, selfishly think- 
ing that they would be sure of a nor- 
mal supply for the next year or so, 
whether the people in Europe starved 
or not. , 

In the case of farmers, however, it 
was pointed out that. it was theirggus- 
tom in many cases to take wheat to 
the mill and get several- months sup- 
ply ground on one occasion so‘as to 
save frequent trips and: waste of time. 
To require that such a ‘farmer return 
all surplus flour to the mill and then 
come back every couple’ of weeks, or, 
like short intervals, for supplies of 
their own flour, would seriously in-’ 
terfere with farm work, occasioning 


unnecessary travelling and-the waste |, 


of days precious, especially at seeding 
and harvest time, to the cause of pro- 
ducticn, a cause more important, ever, 
than that of conservation. 

Bona-fide farmers are now permitted 


to hold flour in excess of the amounts ]- 


provided for other people. An Order- 
in Council passed on May 17th, makes 
this express provision: 

“A bona-fide farmer shall be per- 
mitted to hold, subject to the order 
of the Canada Food Board, the amount 
of flour, made wholly or in part from 
wheat, he may have in his possession 
in excess of the amount prescribed by 
Order No. 31 if, on or before the 15th 
day of June, 1918, he reports to the 
miller or dealer, from whom it was 
purchased or by whom it was manu- 
factured, the excess amount held by 
him.” r 

When these reports are received it 


‘is the duty of the miller or dealer*to 


pass them on to the Canada Food 
Board and thus it will be known by 
the authorities what the supply of 
flour in the cBuntry is and where it 
is. Further this Order provides that 
in cases where a farmer or any other 
person has in his possession one 
partly used barrel or package he shall 
not be required to return his surplus 
requirements, nor shall he be required 
to return amounts of less than 25 
pounds. Thus it is seen that the in- 
tention of the Order is entirely reas- 
onable and will not work hardship or 
inconvenience unnecessarily.

The fifth annual convention of Cen- 
tral Alberta District W.C.T.U. was held 
at Sedgwick last week, the district 
officers present including. the presi- 
dent, Mrs. Sharpe, of Lacombe; vice- 
president, Mrs. Aylesworth, of Olds; 
treasurer, Mrs. Fatland, of Camrose; 
Mrs. L. C. McKinney, M.L.A., was the 
convention speaker. 

One of the most important topics 
discussed at the convention was the 
conservation of child life, which was 
dealt with by Mrs. Terry, of Wetas- 
iwin, who declared that the baby is 
the best immigrant the country can 
have. The new Municipal hospital 
act and how to establish municipal 
hospital was discussed by Mrs. Ayles- 
worth, who showed plainly that the 
women are alive to the importance 
of the legislation and are ready to 
avail themselves of - it. ;

She said there could be 
no truer patriotic work than the mak- 
ing of good Canadian citizens of these 
non-Canadian people. Mrs. Pomeroy, 
of Sedgwick, spoke on “Immigration 
after the war.” 

While the number present at the 
convention was not large, the entire 
gathering was a demonstration of the 
fact that wherever national, progres- 
sive, or patriotic work is to be done, 
the W.C.T.U. women are to be found 
in the foremogt ranks.

‘AIRMEN ARE TRAINED 
SHOTS 


FLYING CORPS CADETS KNOW 
THEIR- GUNS. AND: HOW TO 
HANDLE THEM. 


Probably no soldier on the firing 
line in France receives a more thor- 
ough training in marksmanship and 
the use of machine guns than the man 
who soars above the battle lines in 
the swift, far-darting scout airplanes. 
His very value as a fighting machine 
is measured almost entirely by his 
skill in using the Lewis or Vicker’s 
gun with which his aeroplane is equip- 
ped. Consequently long before a cadet 
in the Royal Flying Corps has master- 
ed flight he begins to learn to sight 
both of these deadly weapons. He 
studies the mechanism and construct- 
ion closely—knows them so: complete- 
ly that in the moments of combat he 
will not be at a loss when his gun 
jams, because he has been taught to 
adjust it almost automatically in a 
few seconds. ; 

Every aspirant to the great privi- 
lege of fighting the nation’s battle 
above the clouds first learns the use of 
the machine gun—his only weapon of 
offence—by target practice an _ the 
ground. The guns are fitted with 
compensating sights which in actual 
air fights allow for the speed of both 
aeroplanes. Special targets are de- 
vised to test the cadet’s aim through 
these sights. To quicken the eye, ev- 
ery cadet takes practice in shooting 
clay pigeons. 

The modern scout machines—in- 
credibly swift machines which hover 
above the lines driving off the prying 
eyes of the enemy—carry Vicker’s 
machine guns. These guns are fixed. 
To aim them the aviator must aim 
the aeroplane. To train cadets in 
this unusual method of shooting, a 
chair was invented called the “Rock- 
ing Nocelle.” This device is moved 
about like the aeroplane with rudder 
and “joy stick.” If anything aiming 
the “Rocking Nocelle” is more diffi- 
cult than the actual aeroplane. 

Aiming at pictures of aeroplanes 
painted on the ground or at towed 
targets in the air, fighting duels with 
other cadets by means of camera guns 
which register hits on a photographic 
film, chasing miniature balloons, are 
other methods followed to make ev- 
ery aviator who goes into active ser- 
vice a first class marksman filled with 
every confidence in his skill in using 
the machine gun. And these “sports” 
are but one phase of the many inter- 
esting studies the cadet in the Royal 
Flying Corps takes up. His training 
also includes a complete course in 
map reading and he must also become 
a past master in the use of wireless 
telegraphy, for both these features of 
his training are essential when he is 
called upon to direct artillery fire. 

It can be said without exaggeration 
that any man who passes the tests 
imposed on applicants to the Royal 
Flying Corps enters a course of train- 


‘ing that is full of fascinating experi- 


ences and packed with ever new in- 
terest.

Mr. Crerar, showing the reasons why 
the Government were compelled to cut 
off some Fair grants this year. 

A nice bunch of special prizes from 
Red Deer business men: had been col- 
lected by the Secretary, though some 
merchants were giving to the outside 
fairs and not to-the Red Deer fair. The 
Red Cross prize list was also approved, 
It takes the place of the white work 
this year, and good prizes are offered 
‘for the workezs, and for the boys and 
girls. d 

It was decided to endorse the action 
of the Western Canada Fairs Associa- 
tion prohibiting newspaper canvassing 
on the grounds at the Fair, unless in a 
proper tent. . 

The Meyerhoff people had sent out 
literature re their attractions, from 
which it appears that the Society will 
Have the biggest and best midway ever 
seen at Red Deer, with a fine line of 
attraction for the grand stand. The 
three horses abreast merry-go-round 
and Ferris wheel will be supplemented 
by the Whip, a new fefture, monkey 
speedway, animal shows, Dark-town 
Minstrels, ete.- The President and 
Secretary were directed to complete 
the contracts. 

The Natural History Society will 
give the same prizes for collections as 
in 1916, but collections must be made 
this year. These will be for Alberta 
wild flowers, Alberta insects, and Com- 
position on Bird Life in Alberta during 
the summer months. 

The report of .the committee on 
Tickets was presented and discussed, 
and the report finally adopted. The 
single entrance fee for adults will be 
35 cents, for boys and girls over 12 
years 20 cents, all boys and girls 12 
years and under will be admitted free, 
and these tickets will be sent out to the 
various city and rural schools for dis- 
tribution, An individual coupon ticket 
of six admissions, will be sold for One 
dollar. The paddock and grand stand 
charges will be the same as last year— 
25 cents each. 

The President and the Secretary were 
authorized to wait upon the Women's 
Institutes, the Board of Trade, and the 
Great*War Veterans, to solicit their 
co-operation in various phases of the 
T'alr, 

Mr. Day's prize offered for boys and 
girls in the beef class, at his sugges- 
tion, will also be offered in the dairy 
grade class. : 

Mr. IF. J. Wilkinson, Cow Testing 
agent of the Dominion Government at 
Red Deer, will be asked to organize a 
lecture and demonsfration on Cow 
Testing at the Fair. A poultry dem- 
onstration is also in prospect. 

The prize list was finally completed, 
but the President and Secretary were 
authorized to made additions, where 
deemed advisable. A class will be 
made for best judging’ of cattle and 
pigs, open to boys and girls under 
eighteen. 

The next meeting of dircctors*will be 
held on Saturday, June 16.

SMASH THE MACHINE. 


The Calgary Albertan of Saturday 
said: . 
“The Red Deer bye-election is 
having considerable trouble in keep- 
ing itself in the limelight even in 
the riding of Red Deer. The people 
are not thinking or talking much 
about elections at the present time.” 
The Albertan is correct as regards 
the people not wanting an election. 
But Red Deer election is different. It 
is a bye-election, and the people are 
disfranchised while the seat is va- 
cant. 

This district was ‘disfranchised dur- 
ing the whole of the last session-of the 
Provincial Parliament. 

Mr. Michener’s seat and Mr. Sifton’s 
seat were vacated about the same 
time. : 

Mr. Sifton’s seat was filled at once 
by a supporter of the government by 
acclamation. 

Not knowing how the cat would 
jump in Red Deer, no election was 
called here. 

That is where Machine Politics gets 
in its deadly work. 

Machine politics turned down cold 
« the old war-horse R. B. Welliver, 
Mayor G. W. Smith, and F. W. Gal- 
braith, the three leading Liberals of 
Red Deer, who have fought the party’s 
battles here for a decade. 

The word was passed along by the 
machine that no man who supported 
Union government‘should receive the 
nomination. They introduced Domin- 
ion politics when they said no sup- 
porter of Dr. Clark should be the can- 
didate. 

Any old party hack was good enough 
for them so long as he supported Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. 

The general opinion among the 
electors at the present time is that 
whenever the election is held, now or 


later on, they intend to smash _ the 
machine. 


The people may not want an elec- 
tion, but they want common justice, 
and they generally see that they get 
it. The last time we discussed this 
election with the Albertan, we point- 
ed out that the government dare not 
treat Mr. Davidson, editor of the Al- 
bertan, as they treated Mr. Galbraith, 
editor of the Advocate, for supporting 
Dr. Clark. We made bold and auda- 
cious charges against a minister of 
the crown. The Albertan very meek- 
ly and very lamely said it didn't think 
the charges could be true. It was a 
very simple thing to prove them. The

simplest thing in the world. 
bertan admits that the Premier and 
two or three other leading ministers 
favor Union government themselves, 


while the rest are Laurierites. And 
yet Mr. Galbraith is being punished 
for what the Premier of Alberta him- 
self favors. Think it over.

The Food Board 
announces that there will be sufficient 
sugar in the Country, for the preserv- 
ing and canning season and that the 
maximum fruit and vegetable crops 
that can be produced in this country 
will be taken care of, so far as the 
sugar supply is-concerned. To make 
sure of this, however, strict conserv- 
ation will be necessary in the mean- 
time. 


“FOR ALL PRISONERS AND 
CAPTIVES.” 


“For all prisoners and captives.” 
The prayer ought to go up in all 
churches in these days of horror; for 
prisoners and captives in Germany 
are in a man-made hell. o 

British prisoners are tortured in 
German prison camps with fiendish 
ingenuity. They are flogged, herded 
in filthy dens or in holes in the ground. 
They are tied to posts and left out all 
night in the rain. They are fed on 
rotten food. They are beaten and ill- 
treated at the whim of any bestial 
Prussian  under-officer. They are 
chronically overworked. They get 
tubereulosis or hunger typhus and 
die. And even their dead bodies are 
thrown into graves amid the jeers of 
their allegedly-civilized foes. 

Many British prisoners who have 
resented their ill-treatment have been 
shot out of hand. The most petty and 
the most gross tyranny is their daily 
fare. 

Britain will avenge them. But Brit- 
ain can do little at present except re- 
taliate on German prisoners in her 
power. Even then retaliation cannot 
greatly alleviate the lot of the unfor- 
tunate whom every law of war, if Ger- 
many knew either law or honor, would 
protect from degradation and insult. 

“For all captives and prisoners.”—

GERMANS ARE PLAYIING FAESE 
WITH RUSSIA. 

London, June 5.—The negotiations 
between the Petrograd government 
and the Germans as to the exchange 
of prisoners are not _ proceeding 
smoothly.The Germans propose to ex- 
change man for man, which the Rus- 
sians say is unfair because of their 
own inferior transportation facilities 
and the fact that Germany's captures 

far outnumber their own.” 

“They also maintain that the Ger- 
man proposal is in opposition to the 
Brest-Litovsk treaty, which provided 
for the speediest possible return of 
all war prisoners. The Russians de- 
clare that this is a difference not only 
of terms, but of principle, and that the 
Brest-Litovsk agreement in this mat- 
ter is being treated by the Germans 
with the cynical contempt they have 
consistently shown for the other 
clauses of that “scrap of pdper.” 


PRISONERS TURNED INTO 


~ BLOCKS OF IE) 


APPALLIING STORY OF METHOD 
OF SLOW MURDER ADOPTED 
BY HUNS 


London, June 7.—Another appalling 
story has just been added to the long 
list of German atrocities. This is an 
account given: by a__member of the 
Royal navy division, who was captured 
at the seige of Antwerp, and has now 
arrived in England, after escaping to 
a neutral country. He tells of fiend- 
ish outrages on’ British prisoners on 
the Riga front, involving. the slow mur- 
der of 40 men sent’out to'work under 
fire. It‘ had been decided, he says, 
that out of a batch of 500 British 
soldiers, 36 should die as the result of 
an allegation that 36 German prison- 
ers had been murdered by British 
sentries: The men were formed in 
groups of three and the misdeeds of 
any individual was visited on all three 
men in the group. They were taken 
from the working parties at the end 
of the day, made to mount on a brick 
and then were tied up to a pole, the 


brick afterwards being kicked away, 


leaving the men -suspended two and 
a half hours each night for fourteen 
nights in the intense cold. Forty. men 
died as a result of this treatment, for 
when they were released they were 
like blocks of ice and circulation had 
to be restored by their comrades. 

Prior to this, 200 British prisoners 
had been marched 22 miles, from Li- 
bau to Kelsen, without food or rest, 
often having to traverse snowdrifts 
waist deep.

Frost got 
into the wound. He did not know the 
ultimate fate of this man. A grena- 
diery guardsman’ who collapsed was 
shot dead in cold blood by a Uhlan, 
who remarked, “You are no good any 
longer.” 
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GERMAN PAPER VOICES 
ANXIETY VER RUSSIA 


SAYS HOSTILE FEELING IS GROW: 
ING WIDESPREAD ALSO IN 
THE UKRAINE, 


Amsterdam, June 7th—"We cannot 
close our eyes to the fact that an in- 
creasingly hostile feeling towards 
Germany is -becoming widespread in 
Russia and also that the Ukrainian 
population does not everywhere regard 
the Germans with friendly eyes,” says 
the Vilks Zeitung of Cologne in the 
course of an editorial which voices the 
anxiety felt in Germany relative to 
potential developments in the east. 

President Wilson's declaration of 
May 18, urging help for Russia as well 
as France, is recalled. In order to 
remedy this Entente “subterranean 
agitation” the newspaper proposes a 
friendly discussion with Russia with 
a view to making relations with the 
Soviet government possible, to remove 
as far as possible the military charac- 
ter of the administration in border 
states and that a new imperial com- 
mission may introduce civil adminis- 
tration as well as to solve the question 
of popular administration and ascer- 
tain whether the Landtag really voices 
the opinion of the Russian people. 

London, June 7.—The Russian Sov- 
fet government is meeting with diffi- 
culties in its efforts to conclude peace 
with the Ukrainian government and 
prevent further encroachment on Rus- 
sian territory by German and Ukrain- 
fan troops. The peace conference at 
Kiev is being delayed and in the mean- 
time German and Ukrainian troops 
have occupied new districts of Russia. 
The German command has declared 
it is inopportune to conclude peace be- 
fore the occupation of all important 
Ukrainian districts is effected, accord- 
ing to an Exchange’ Telegraph. dis- 
patch from Moscow. 

New York, June 7.—German aggres- 
sion in the east was denounced and 
recognition of the Russian Soviet re- 
public favored in a resolution adopted 
today by a delegation representing 
various Russian border nationalities 
in planning for a “justice for Rus- 
sia” demonstration here next Tues- 
day. 

London, June 7.—Capt. St. Chasnig, 
commander of the Russian Baltic fleet 
has been imprisoned on a charge of 
inciting the sailors against the auth- 
ority of the Soviet government, says 
a Reuter dispatch from Moscow.

TRISH PEOPLE DIVIDED 


VISCOUNT BRYCE, FORMER BRIT- 
ISH AMBASSADOR TO UNITED 
STATES, REVIEWS SITUATION 


London, June 6.—Viscount Bryce, 
former British Ambassador at~Wash- 
ington, in a statement today in reply 
to the appeal of Mrs. Max Green, 
daughter of the late John Redmond, 
on May 24, endorses her appeal for 
unity between England and Ireland. 
She urges the British parliament to 
hasten the passage of an adequate 
home rule bill, but at the same time 
asks the people of Ireland to “make 
it plain to the world that the Irish 
people stand in line with Britain, 
America, Italy, and France in their 
determination to save the world from 
the menace of German ruthlessness 
and tyranny.” 

Viscount Bryce says in part: 
to 1886 there was a marked opposition 
between the majority of Irishmen and 
the majority of-Englishmen because 
both great English parties had failed 
to understand the grounds on which 
the claims ‘Of -home rule were based. 
Since 1886, sentiment and sympathy 
for Ireland has been strong in the 
Liberal party, and téday this feeling 
is no longer confined to the Liberal 
party. “ 

WISH TO SATISFY IRISH 

“There is now among the bulk of 
Englishmen of al] parties a wish, as 
far as possible, to meet and satisfy 
the Irish desire for a large measure 
of self-government. It is not .too 
much to say that the question of home 
rule is now a question not between 
England and Ireland, but one between 
two sections of the Irish people. 

“This ought to be better known in 
other countries as well as more fully 
realized in Ireland. There need be 
no fear of a return to the unfortunate 
condition of 50 years ago, when mis- 
trust and suspicion were estranging 
the’ two’ peopfés:: These’ conditions 
have passed away for ever. 

“It is, nevertheless, true that what 
appears unwillingness in Ireland to 
help in the fight against Germany, has 
caused some irritation in England, 
just as the attempt to force compul- 
sory military service in Ireland had 
re-awakened suspicion there. To the 
Irish Nationalist it has seemed to be 
the exercise of arbitrary authority of 
one nation over another. 

“Many Englishmen do not under- 
stand this attitude because they do not 
realize that centyries of conflict have 
made the Irish people sensitively jeal- 
ous of their own nationality, and the 
Irish mind has been so turned upon 
itself, so much occupied with Ireland's 
srievances and claims that it has not 
grasped the real meaning of this war. 
Englishmen are, accordingly disap- 
pointed that Ireland does not show a 
stronger desire to join in the conflict 
against German aggression. 

“What is most wanted today is that 
the people of both countries should 
get to understand each other more 
completely. A true understanding of 
one another’s character and ideas is 
the basis of friendship among nations 
as among men. Today the two peo- 
ples are nearer to a just comprehen- 
sion and genuine friendship than seem- 
ed possible years ago. 


NO INTENTION TO GO BACK. 

“There need be no fear in Ireland 
that the English democracy, bewild- 
ered though they are by the reckless 
violence and wild language of the. Sinn 
Feiners, have any intention of going 
back on the home rule policy which 
parliament has solemnly sanctioned. 
The British people desire with all 
their hearts to see prosperity and 
contentment in Ireland under a home 
rule parliament and they hope that 
when Ireland sees this she will, of her 
own accord, join in_ vindicating 
against Germany those very principles 
of liberty and nationality upon which 
she founds her own claims. : 

“This is not a war which England 
has undertaken for her own benefit. 
It is a war for right and humanity and 
victory will be won for Ireland as well 
as the rest of Europe. 


IRELAND MUST DO HER SHARE 

“Englishmen who have been press- 
ing the claims of Ireland for 30 years 
have no doubt of what is needed now. 
Parliament ought to bring into effect 
a large and effective home rule Dill. 
This ought to be done without delay. 
Ireland, on her part, ought to make 
it plain to the world that the Irish 
people stand in line with Britain, 
America and France, which peoples 
are giving all that is dearest to them, 
in their determination to save the 
world from the menace of German 
ruthlessness and tyranny. If Ireland 
loves liberty and justice, how can she 
fail to feel with them, and to wish 
that her sons should fight beside them 
in such a cause.”

Society of London tonight, said that 
Britishers have made unsurpassed sac- 
rifices tor @ great purpose and a high 
ideal. ; 

One of the most encouraging things, 
the premier continued, was the “sup- 
erb valor and the trained skill with 
which the Americans have taken their 
part in the struggle and defeated. the 
foe. It is a most encouraging thing that 
there has been a great’ flow of these 
troops and we were depending on 
them.” 

If for any cause, the allies fail to 
succeed it will be a sorry world to live 
in, Mr. Lloyd George said. 

“It is impossible to exaggerate the 
importance or the significance of the 
issues with which we are confronted 
today,” he declared. “The fate of the 
world, the destinies of men and the 
lives of the generations would be fash. 
foned by the failure or triumph of our 
Cause. ; 

“If the Prussians should succeed 
today, they would fling back oiviliza- 
tion into the dark dungeon of the past. 
We are paying a big price and a sad 
part for the victory, but the sum total 
of human wretchedness which has 
been paid will not equal in value that 
which we are defending. We are pas- 
sing through anxious days and the cri- 
sis is not yet passed, but, with stout 
hearts, we shall win through and then 
woe to the plague. In the interest of 
civilfzation, in the interest of the hu- 
man race, {t must be stamped out. You 
cannot allow it to come again to dark- 
en the lives of millions and desolate 
millions of homes.” 


FACED A GREAT CRISIS 
In concluding Mr. Lloyd George 
said: ; 

“We have faced a great crisis. We 
have heard Von Ludendorff’s threat 
of hammer blows. Hammer blows 
would crush poor metal, but they hard- 
en and consolidate good metal. There 
is good metal in British hearts:and it 
has stood the test of centuries. It 
will stand this test, so will that gal- 
lant people across the channel, who 
are fighting for the honor of their na- 
tive land. 

NEVER A SIGN OF WAVERING. 

“IT never saw a sign of wavering in 
any French face. They are full of 
courage and determination and it is a 


.|united France more than ever. 


“Unity and resolution are two qual- 
ities we need. We have sunk our po- 
litical differences. We have bigger 
things to think about. These difficul- 


ment we have one purpose. 

Let us be one people, one in union, 
one in courage and the resolve never 
to give in. Let Britain stand like a 
great breakwater against this torrent, 
and God.willing, we shall break its 
force.” 


THE NATIONAL ANTHEM 


Ottawa Journal:In an Ottawa movie 
theatre last week, the orchestra, 
when the performance was over, be- 
gan to play God Save the King. The 
audience stood up, but some started 
to leave their seats at once, and 
among these a couple of men put on 
their hats as they moved. A returned 
Canadian soldier—one who, by the 
way, had got a bullet through his neck 
in Flanders—who had been sitting be- 
hind the two men touched one on the 
shoulder. “Look here,’’ he said, “are 
you Canadians? If you are you ought 
to keep. your hats off when you hear 
God Save the King.” The hats came 
off. 

Such a hint ought never to be need- 
ed among us, but it sometimes is. 
Some of us are obtuse, others are 
careless. The great British anthem, 
like the flag, should have the earnest 
and solicitous respect due to the 
great things it symbolizes.

Perhaps not the moat icMantic had 
fascinating, yet still the most impor- 


tant part of the flying man’s duties at - 


the front is the .control of gunfire 
from above the’ lines’of the enemy. 
Anyone visiting the school of military 
aeronautics at the Toronto University 
can measure the importance of attach- 
ing to this branch’of the Flying man’s 
work by the elaborate and interesting 


of 


course laid out for training’ cadets in“ 


aerial observation. Since it is: im- 
possible to take.a whole course of 
cadets four or -more thousand feet into 
the air, the instruction has to be given 
in specially arranged class rooms.. In 
one of these class rooms a ground map 
covers the floor—the most remarkable 
map of its kind in the world. It is 
made of sand colored to correspond 
with the actual colors of the ground, 
and dotted with miniature trees, build- 
ings, rivers, roads—all: accurately. lo- 
cated and representative of the actual 
appearance of the ground from. an 
altitude of 4,000 feet. 

The aviators-‘in-training look down 
on this map from a gallery. The in- 
structor flashes tiny electric lights 
which: are embedded in the sand to in- 
dicate bursting shells. ;Cadets, 
watching these bursts and‘the small 


maps with which they are: supplied,-: 


send down to the instructor wiréless 
codes advising him how to correct ‘his 
fire. It can be seen that this neces- 
cessarily calls for a quick and alert 
brain, an eagle eye and a: thorough 
grounding in wireless telegraphy. Yet 
this splendid training is but one of the 
many phases of the aviator’s prepara- 
tion. Apart from the actual flying he 
must also learn something of fighting 
tactics, bombing, engine and aeroplane 
construction, machine guns, aerial 
photography, map reading, meteorol- 
ogy. It can be safely said that the 
courses followed by cadets at ..the 
school of military aeronautics ensure 
that no aviator is given his wings at 
the front without having as his best 
equipment a thorough practical train- 
ing in all these branches of the flying 
man "s craft.

Nurse Georgina 
Long, of Toronto, a cousin of, Brig.- 
General Stewart, of Medicine Hat, 
Alta., declared quietly that she, with 
other wounded nurses desired to re- 
turn to France despite their terrifying 
experience. ‘ 

Miss Long was formerly a school 
teacher. In her latest.experience she 
saw a girl crouching under the next 
bed killed, while the roof fell upon 
herself. She was bespattered: with 
shrapnel, which will cause her to 
walk on crutches for many days. 

Miss Wishart, of Winnipeg, and 
herself were roommates and took cov- 
er according to orders (being off duty) 
under their mattresses. ‘ 

“I did not know at first I was 
wounded,” declared Miss Long. 

“I thought I was gassed. A pile of 
building material came down on to the 
mattress and I was nearly smothered, 
but wriggled out with great effort. We 
had a meeting a month earlier, asking 
for tin hats to be served to the nurses, 
as word had gone round that Hun air- 
men dropped notes of their intentions 
to bomb the hospitals.”

HEAVY GERMAN LOSSES ©. 


There has been no let-up in the of- 
fensive'-of the ‘American’and French 
troops against - the ‘Germans: in ‘the 
Tegion northwest of. Chateau-Thierry. 
where in the past two days severe 
defeats have been inflicted: on ‘the: en- 
emy and American marines have won’ 
great praise for their valiant fighting. 
Baftling: shoulder to shoulder over 
a front of six miles from -Vinly,-which 
lies just to the northwest of Veuilly- 
la-Porterie, to Bouresches, the Amer- 
icans.and French have captured. the 
towns of Veuilly-la-Porterie arid Bour- 
esches, and also made progress all 
along the front. : : 

Previously Torcy had fallen into the 
hands of the Americans.’ Nowhere on 
this battle line have the Germans been 
able to stay the efforts of the allied 
troops, although they have fought with 
great tenacity. The marines every- 
where have declined to take a back- 
ward step, going forward against the 
enemy, even when he had superiority 
in numbers. 


GERMAN LOSSES HEAVY 


The losses of the enemy thus far are 
declared to have been heavy, and the 
terrain they have lost is considered 
of high strategic value, inasmuch as’ 
it is on that high part of the battle- 
front through which the Germans had 
hoped to crush their way forward and 
attain an open road to Paris. The 
casualties of the enemy were particu- 
larly severe during the street fight- 
ing in Bouresches, where the Ameri- 
cans pushed him back step by step. 

The plans of the American command 
did not include the capture of Torcy, 
but when the marines reached the ob- 
jective sssigned to them,.their ardor 
for battle could: not be restrained, and 
they kept on until the village was in 
their hands. Twenty-five of the mar- 
ines drove out 200 Germans from 
Torcy. 

Hard held on the other sectors from 
Soissons to Chateau-Thierry, the Ger- 
mans, after very heavy bombardments, 
have essayed attacks on the Marne 
front near Rheims. These attacks 
were ill-starred, and the enemy had to 
accept defeat. A French attack at 
Bligny resulted in that village falling 
into our hands in its entirety. 


SHARP FIGHTING ‘CONTINUES 


With the French army in France, 
June 7.—The sharpest fighting con- 
tinues around the sector of Veuilly-Ja- 
Porterie, Bussiares and Bouresches, 
where the Americans and French have 
been attacking shoulder to shoulder 
for some days, making almost uninter- 
rupted progress, notwithstanding very 
strong enemy resistance. The French 
this morning completed the capture of 
Vilny and Veuilly-la-Porterie. 

With the American army in France, 
June 7.—As the result of the two at- 
tacks by the Americans against the 
enemy in the second battle northwest 
of Chateau-Thierry, 300 prisoners 
were captured and the Americans ex- 


_| tended their line over a front of about 


six. miles to a depth of nearly 2% 
miles. (ys 

While the losses of the Americans 
necessarily have been heavy, owing to 
the nature of the fighting, the German 
dead are piled three deep in places. A 
number of machine guns were added 
to the American booty. The German 
prisoners taken by the Americans, 
many of whom were mere boys, had 
only been in the line for two days. 
Some of them wore the white bands 
of the Prussian Guards. : 


ITALIANS ARE ACTIVE. 


Rome, June 7.—The official state- 
ment issued by the Italian war de- 
partment says: 

“On the front of Monte di Val Bella, 
one of our assault parties broke into 
the enemy trenches, capturing more 
than 60 prisoners, six machine guns 
and a large quantity of material. 
French detachments took 21 prisoners 
in a surprise attack in the Simzol lines 
Enemy patrols were driven back in 
the Val Arso Valley, Posna, on the 
slopes of Col Caprino and at Spani- 


Mia. 


“Five tons of bombs were dropped 
on enemy aviation caraps on the Ven- 
etian plain, Meso Corrina railway 
station and marching columns on the 
Querofeltre road. At Asiago two 
enemy advances failed.” 


FINE WEATHER FOR FLYING. 


London, June 7.—The British offi- 
cial communication concerning avia- 
tion operations. says: 

“Our airmen took advantage of the 
fine weather on the British front on 
Thursday to accomplish much useful 
work in reconnaissance and photo- 
graphy. Together with our observa- 
tion balloons they ranged our guns 
on many’ hostile batteries. 

“In air fighting 14 German machines 
were destroyed and eight others were 
driven down out of control. Several 
observation balioons were destroyed 
by our airmen, and another hostile 
airplane was forced to descend by our 
anti-aircraft fire. 

“During the day we dropped 28 tons 
of bombs and a further il tons in the 
course of the following night. Among 
the targets attacked were Valenci- 
ennes, Labateau, Busigny, and the St. 
Quentin railway station. We lost one 
machine during the day.”

APPOINTMENT 


SELECTION OF SIR JAMES CAMP- 
BELL AS LORD CHANCELLOR 1I8 
s, OPEN AND VIOLENT INSULT. 


New York, June 5.—The appoint- 
ment of Sir James Campbell as lord 
chancellor of Ireland, as announced 
last night in a cable dispatch from 
London, was disclosed here today: by 
T. P. O’Connor, M.P., to be an open 
and violent insult and provocation to 
the Catholics and Nationalists in Ire- 
land. 

Mr. .O’Connor made ‘the following 
statement: 

“The appointment .of Sir James 
Campbell to the lord chancellorship of 
Ireland, with the obviously enforced 
retirement of Sir Ignatius O’Brien, a 
Nationalist and a Catholic, is one of 
the most serious events in recent 
Irish history. It is an open and vio- 
lent insult and provocation to the 
Catholic and Nationalists in Ireland. 
Sir James Campbell has _ stood | all 
through his life for the most oxtreme 
section of Irish Tory and’ Orange opin- 
fon. He was the second. in command 
of Sir Edward Carson in the Ulster 
rebellion. When the proposal was 
made, on the formation of the coalf- 
tion ministry in 1915, to mako him 
lord chancellor, the proporal,. so 
shocked ‘not only the Irish parliament- 
ary party but the Liberals and Labor 
members, that a protest was made to 
Mr. Asquith with the intimation that 
a debate and a division would be forc- 
ed, and realizing that a majority of 
the house of commons would have con- 
demned the appointment and destroy- 
ed the ministry, the minister withdrew 
the nomination. The disappointed 
ex-Orange rebel, however, received 
compensation in the attorney-genéral- 
ship and later in the lord chief justice- 
ship with the. handsome salary: of 
$25,000 a year. The lord chancellor- 
ship in Ireland means as much an ex- 
ecutive as a judicial office. The lord 
chancellor being an integral and im- 
portant part of the Irish executive. A 
soldier as lord lieutenant .and © Sir 
James as lord chancellor, is the: re- 
sponse of the Lloyd-George adminis- 
tration to the plea of Ireland for home 
Tule. It seems to mean a home rule 
bill drawn on Orange lines and inthe 
certain eventofsuch a bill being scorn- 
fully rejected by Ireland, it means 'the 
government of Ireland by the soldiers 
and by the Orange minority.

“In some sectors entire American 
divisions form one unit holding a cer- 
tain length of the line, while every- 
where they are brigaded with French 
and British regiments. 

“In the Luneville and Toul sectors 
the Americans hold very difficult sali- 
ents, dominated—in the Toul sector 
completely dominated by the German 
artillery on Mont Sec—by the enemy. 
The Germans recently have been 
drenching these positions with gas. 
but the Americans stood firm and won 
the ready appreciation of all obser- 
vers.”
